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First  Annual  Sabbath  Morning  Service  of  Classical  Liturgical  Music

The  first  annual  Service  of  Classical 
Liturgical  Music  will  be  sponsored  by 
Mr.  George  M.  Shapiro,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  memory  of  his  be¬ 
loved  mother,  Sarah  Shapiro.  This  special 
service  on  Saturday,  March  12,  beginning 
at  9:30  a.m.  is  indeed  a  meaningful  way 
for  Mr.  Shapiro  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  his  mother  and  is  in  keeping 
with  her  love,  during  her  lifetime,  of  all 
that  is  creative  and  cultural  in  Jewish 
life. 

The  service  will  be  conducted  by 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  and  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  and  will  be  highlighted  by  the 
participation  of  the  Camerata  Singers,  a 
nationally  famed  professional  chorus  of 
which  Mr.  Abraham  Kaplan,  our  director 
of  choral  activities,  is  the  founder  and 
conductor. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz,  who  has  continued 
the  high  cantorial  standards  of  our  syna¬ 
gogue,  has  developed  this  particular 
service  together  with  Mr.  Kaplan.  They 
have  gleaned  choral  masterpieces  from 
the  treasures  of  European  Jewish  culture 
of  past  centuries  in  notable  Jewish 
libraries  including  our  own  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  archives.  Cantors  and  com¬ 
posers  had  a  great  impact  on  the  spiritual 
lives  of  their  congregants  and  have  left 
a  legacy  of  Jewish  musical  culture  which 
has  molded  the  development  of  Jewish 
music  for  generations. 

We  are  proud  that  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  under  the  inspiration  and  leader¬ 
ship  of  Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman,  has 
become  one  of  the  prime  forces  in  the 
renaissance  of  synagogue  music.  Just  as

we  have  encouraged  the  creation  of  new 
expressions  in  Jewish  music,  so  too 
must  we  rediscover  and  perpetuate  the 
roots  of  the  Jewish  Neshamah  (soul). 
The  American  Conservative  Synagogue  is 
equivalent  to  the  European  Chor- shul 
and  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  one  of 
the  Conservative  Synagogues  that  still 
maintains  the  standard  of  choral  music 
at  all  its  Sabbath  services. 

The  collaboration  of  Cantor  Lefkowitz, 
Mr.  Kaplan  and  the  Camerata  Singers 
represents  a  combination  of  talent  which 
is  unique  in  synagogue  music.  This  is 
further  complemented  by  the  accompani¬ 
ment  of  our  synagogue  organist,  Neil 
Robinson.  Mr.  Robinson,  whose  dis¬ 
tinctive  playing  has  enhanced  our  syna¬ 
gogue  services  for  more  than  a  decade, 
was  first  introduced  to  Jewish  music  and 
carefully  educated  in  its  special  require-

ments  by  Hazzan  Putterman.  He  is  an 
internationally  celebrated  organist.  In  a 
recent  review  of  a  recording  of  his  con¬ 
cert  from  Chester  Cathedral  in  England, 
Gramaphone  Magazine  lauded  Mr.  Robin¬ 
son  for  his  spontaneously  improvised  four 
movement  symphony:  "We  thought  this 
art  extinct;  we  perceive  it  now  lives 
through  Mr.  Robinson’’.  We  would  add 
that  he  is  one  of  the  finest  synagogue 
organists  as  well.

Religion’s  Business 

The  first  business  of  religion  is  to 
proclaim  the  standards  of  right  and 
wrong  revealed  by  God  to  man,  and  to 
insist  unflinchingly  on  their  implemen¬ 
tation.  Religion’s  business  is  to  serve  as 
critic  of  man  and  society,  and  as  reminder 
of  -these  immutable  principles  that  are 
the  pillars  of  our  religious  and  moral 
heritage. 

What  must  be  emphasized  in  the 
present  context  is  that  wrongdoing  is 
evil  even  if  it  is  legal;  that  wickedness 
and  distortion  of  justice  are  no  less  evil 
if  they  are  endorsed  by  the  institutions 
of  government  and  by  popular  consensus. 
Religion’s  business  is  to  be  involved  by 
yardsticks  greater  than  any  man  or  even 
the  overwhelming  multitude  of  men. 

To  this  essential  message  of  the  pro¬ 
phets  must  be  coupled  a  corollary  that 
is  rehearsed  in  the  Bible  time  and  again, 
and  that  is  that  no  city,  however  hallowed 
by  tradition  and  institutions,  is  immune 
to  judgment  by  the  identical  yardsticks 
that  are  applicable  to  individuals  and 
their  enterprises.  No  city  is  so  sacred 
as  to  merit  or  compel  saving  for  its  own 
sake. 

The  business  of  religion  is  to  exert 
every  effort  to  save  the  city  and  its  in¬ 
habitants,  its  markets  and  its  houses  of 
study  and  worship  by  reaffirming  these 
principles  and  by  striving  to  mobilize 
every  possible  source  of  strength  in  the 
work  of  repair,  rectification  and  rehabili¬ 
tation.  The  duty  of  the  man  of  religion 
is  to  preach,  in  the  hope  that  Nineyeh 
itself  will  overhaul  its  ways  and  thereby 
save  the  myriads  of  persons  who  are 
innocent  of  all  wrong.  The  business  of 
religion  is  to  do  in  New  York  in  1976 
as  Jonah,  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel  did  in 
ancient  times,  to  speak  the  truth  and 
warn  of  the  calamity  'that  this  -city  is 
bringing  upon  itself  and  upon  countless 
men,  women  and  children  who  have  put 
their  trust  in  it.

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FESTIVAL 
OF  PURIM 

Therefore  do  the  Jews  make  the  four¬ 
teenth  day  of  the  month  Adar  a  day  of 
gladness  and  feasting,  and  of  sending 
portions  one  to  another. 

Esther  9.19. 

Purim  is  the  commemoration  of  the 
deliverance  of  the  Jews  of  the  Persian 
Empire  from  extermination  at  the  insti¬ 
gation  of  Haman,  Prime  Minister  at  the 
Court  of  King  Ahasuerus.  The  interces¬ 
sion  of  Queen  Esther  resulted  in  the 
rescue  of  the  Jews  by  Mordecai,  a  de¬ 
vout  Jew  esteemed  in  court  circles.  This 
year  Purim  which  is  celebrated  on  the 
14th  of  Adar  falls  on  Friday,  March 
4,  beginning  on  the  previous  evening. 
On  the  eve  of  Purim  Thursday,  March 
3,  the  Megillah  will  be  chanted  at  the 
service  in  the  sanctuary  at  5 :45  p.m. 

The  festival  takes  its  name  from  the 
word  Purim  meaning  "lots”,  a  reference 
to  the  drawing  of  lots  by  Haman  to  se¬ 
lect  the  day  favorable  for  the  destruction 
of  the  Jews.  From  the  Scroll  of  Esther 
known  in  Hebrew  as  Megillat  Esther, 
in  the  third  part  of  the  Bible  called  The 
Writings,  we  learn  the  story  of  Purim 
which  relates  the  experiences  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  throughout  the  ages  with  the  hatred 
of  the  Haitians  of  every  generation  and 
the  eventual  victory  and  the  eternal  hope 
for  a  brighter  future.  The  real  signifi¬ 
cance  of  Purim  is  the  moral  and  religious 
lessons  it  imparts;  namely,  that  .tyrants 
who  seek  to  destroy  others  are  ultimately 
destroyed  themselves  and  that  faith  is  a 
source  of  great  spiritual  strength  which 
helps  us  to  overcome  the  adversities  of 
life. 

Celebration  in  the  Home 

Purim  is  not  only  a  day  of  feasting 
and  gladness  but  also  a  day  of  gift  giving 
and  of  remembering  those  less  fortunate 
than  we.  The  home  should  create  the 
spirit  of  the  holiday.  Special  foods  are 
served  at  the  evening  meal  on  Purim  — 
among  them  the  kreplach,  the  three- 
cornered  fritter  filled  with  minced  meat, 
and  the  ham  ant  as  chert,  the  three-cornered 
cakes  symbolic  of  Haman’s  hat.
